ARIA was the brave wife of a gallant catechist. She had a special devotion to the rosary, which she 

recited unceasingly. It was remarked that she never missed Sunday mass, no matter the weather she 

faithfully walked her nine or ten miles to church; untiringly the beads slipped through her fingers as 
she murmured the Aves. 


A missionary Father having remarked it, asked her one day: ‘Maria, are you always reciting your 
rosary?” ‘Yes, Father,” she answered, "I have done this since my youth. One Father affirmed us in a ser- 
mon: I promise you a happy death, if you faithfully recite the rosary daily. Since, I have never missed once.” 


Many years had passed since Maria's youth; the count of the Aves would have been a long one. 


At night a few months ago, they came to notify Father: ‘Come quickly, Maria is very sick.” “It is im- 
possible to go tonight,” said Father, “but I will be there the first thing in the morning.” 


Early the next morning a man arrived at the mission saying: ‘Father, Maria died last night; her grave is 
already dug. (In this country, the dead must not remain in the houses, the grave is quickly dug and the burial 
takes place.) 


The missionary arrived on the scene in the morning; all those who had come to mourn, impatiently 
awaited his coming. The catechist, in tears, came forward to meet the Priest and said ‘See, Father, how 
unfortunate I am, my wife is dead.” 


Father entered the hut with the poor man and both knelt by the corpse already wrapped and tied ac- 
cording to the native way of burial. The Priest uncovered Maria's face and recalling her innumerable Aves, 
he bent over her and called: ‘Maria.’ There was no answer. He repeated ‘’Maria." Silence always. ‘Maria.” 
To the astonishment of all, Maria opened wide her eyes, slightly turned her head and looked around. The mis- 
sionary felt a first movement of fright and moved away. Her husband, trembling all over, wanted to run away. 
The Priest reassured him. All those in the courtyard ran away, crying with fright. 


“It is you, Father,’ said Maria, "thank you ever so much for coming." They cut the bands of her shroud; 
she sat up, made her confession and asked to receive the last Sacraments. The missionary questioned: '’The 
last Sacraments? Will you wait till I return?’ “Yes, Father, go quickly, I beg you. I shall wait for you." 


More and more amazed, the Priest jumped on his bicycle and pedaled full speed. During that time Maria 
repeated over and over, Ave Maria. 


When the missionary returned, Maria was waiting for him. She received the Sacraments and the 
Indulgence for a Happy Death. “Thank you,” she said; “oh I am so happy! Thank you, Father!" All her 
heart was in that last thank you. She added ‘Au revoir, Father.’ 


Sinking back on her pallet, she began her last Ave which she finished in heaven. She was dead but 
her mouth, closed forever now, seemed to repeat over again her sweet refrain of love: AVE MARIA!

UGANDA 


HE GOVERNMENT wishes us to put 


all our hearts and minds into girls’ 


education and open up many more 
schools we begin by opening Sub 
Grade schools in the villages. A sub- 
srade is a l, 2 or 3 class (class stand- 
ard or form) school in a village but de 
pendent on a parent-school, in this case, 
sur school here. Nansana, the village 
chosen, is on Mile 6 of the Hoima Road. 
All miles are counted as from Kampala, 
the capital of the Protectorate. 


Now I shall relate the opening of our 
Sub Grade at Nansana, which we first

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announced to all the parents round about. 
Next, Father Le Roux, White Father, Su- 
perior of the Mission, said Mass in the 
village chapel on the Sunday preceding 
the day and urged everyone to set to and 
bring the children. Early Monday it was 
planned | should go by car with Sr. Bar- 
thelemy (who has always done the small 
village schools) and Father Superior was 
coming with us, when at the last minute 
he had a sick call which held him back, 
so we set out. I was driving, St. Bar- 
thelemy beside me, the Teacher in the 
back with all her bintu’ (things): a box of 
exercise-books, chalks, text books, ink and 
I don't know what else. 


We arrived, and found a crowd of peo- 
ple, old, young, middle-aged and babies, 
waiting for us. The catechist began beat- 
ing the drums, all the people came into 
the school and we were greeting them 
when we heard the sound of a pikipiki (a 
motor byke) and Father Gerard arrived. 
He is the first Curate of the parish and in 
charge of the boys’ schools, so we all 
went out to meet him and then in again; 
Father cave the opening talk, next I spoke, 
finally we tried the children in reading in 
order to grade them according to their 
knowledge. At 12 noon Father Superior 
didn't seem any nearer to arriving so we 
were preparing to leave, when another 
vikiviki arrived. Father Superior at last 
but—he went straight into the Chapel and 
s'ayed there some little time. When he 
came out again he told us he had brought 
ihe Lord with him, his two sick patients 
were tco far gone and could not receive. 
Our Divine Lord Himself had deigned to 
come and bless the opening of our school. 


We all reentered the school and Father 
Superior, himself, addressed the people 
He had nearly finished when lo and be- 
hold another pikipiki, this time a Govern- 
ment one, and Joseph Kakoza, an African 
Inspector of schools, entered. So there we 
were—Fathers, Sisters Teacher and In- 
spector and best of all, Our Lord. To fin- 
ish the morning we went into the Chapel 
for adoration and sang some hymns, then 
two men, one middleaged and one old, 
who had not broken their fast, came and 
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had the happiness of receiving their Lord, 
thus the opening day of our new Sub- 
Grade School at Nansana ended. We 
were really thrilled to think how Our Lord 
had timed it all so perfectly. Our faith 
alone can bring such pure pleasure. 


Now you see how we opened our first 
Sub-Grade School — next year if it goes 
well it will be Selected sub-grade—mean- 
ing that the Government will subsidise, 
which means pay the teacher's salary 
entirely (a new method) and give a small 
equipment grant. Now for something 
more. I think it would be better to explain 
the whole system, that will make it more 
understandable. The Sub-Grade you 
know now; then there is the Vernacular 
Primary consisting of 4 classes (or stand- 
ards) schools. In all the parishes where 
we have Native Sisters we have these 
Vernacular Primary Schools. Where we 
have European Sisters we have the Full 
Primary School, consisting of 6 Standards: 
the 4 Vernacular Primary and then the 
2 Full Primary. Now to keep our girls a 
little longer at school since they begin 
much younger than in the olden days and 
also to have well-educated girls who will 
be more equally matched when they 
marry Makerere students, we have a new 
Secondary School — Trinity College — 
which should take Cambridge Senior at 
the end of six years. Makerere is the 
Higher College and will be University for 
East Africa as soon as the studies have 
reached that level. Matriculation stand- 
ard is necessary for entry although it has 
its own Makerere Entrance Examination. 


The Government has started a new sys- 
tem called self-governing schools in which 
the more important schools—such as St. 
Mary's College at Kisubi (for boys), Trinity 
College for girls—are governed by a 
Board of Governors of whom there are 
seven, four Mission Members and three 
Government members. A White Sister is 
the lady-member for the Mission for Trin- 
ity College. The Government pays every- 
thing, buildings, salaries, equipment, 
clothing. We Governors vote the amounts 
for such and such necessity and make 
five years’ plans of just how all should be 
built, which building has a priority and 
where it should be placed for, you see, 
everything is new. The staff house is 
really the best house which we have in 
all our Missions and the school buildings 
are wonderfully well done: all brick, tiled 
roofs and floors, huge windows and large 
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campus for they have had given them 
nearly 200 acres. In one word it is a 
model establishment.

News From the Missions 


PABRE, West Africa. During the usual Wednesday 
walk through the bush, the Native Novices and 
Postulants were startled at meeting seven lions, and 
that at 100 yards from the Convent! Seeing a num 
ber of birds of prey ai a little distance, they drew a 
little nearer. There were the lions indeed, devouring 
two donkeys. Hawks follow the lion when he goes 
a-hunting, so that they can feed on the remains of 
his meal. In a moment Novices and Postulants were 
up the trees, either from fear or from curiosity, and 
from there they watched the parent lions give their 
young ones a lesson as to how to tear up and de 
vour the prey. As no one came along to chase the 
animals away, our girls gave the warning-call that 
these beasts were about. Wood-cutters came running 
up and chased away the lions, and then, helped by 
the girls, who speedily came down from their perch, 
they carried back to the village the remains of the 
donkeys. One was almost entirely eaten. Next day 
one of the owners of the donkeys brought a pheasant 
to the Black Sisters to thank them for having brought 
back the remains, which had assured them a good 
meal. 


Extract from a Letter from Pabre. ‘On my reiurn 
home, I found one of my little pupils of the Prepara 
tory School waiting for me. She had come from her 
village, far away, on purpose to tell me that one 
night last week, she had instructed and baptized 
her mother, who died the next morning. And this 
little child of 8 or 9 years of age, was one of the 
last to start school here! She had certainly under 
stood her catechism and the importance of winning 
Heaven, despite the fact that the neighbours had 
tried to prevent her from baptizing her mother. Yet 
this little catechumen, - she had only a year’s in 
struction, - took no notice of them and won over her 
mother who agreed to it. She is now bringing her 
younger sister with her to school. 


EL OUED. As we shall have to ride camels one 
day or other, when going to visit distant districts, we 
asked a camel-driver if he would initiate us on his 
camel. He invited us to go to his tent among the 
sand-hills and promised us a little ride on his 
dromedary. 


The whole family was waiting for us; a big carpe! 
had been laid in the tent, and they did us the hon 
ours. The cameleer and his father-in-law helped us 
to keep our balance at the critical moments when the 
camel gets up, and especially when it “sits down,” 
for it kneels on its fore-legs and only bends the 
hind ones when it is beaten, 
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From Algiers to Navrongo, 
British West Africa 


T WAS in the middle of November that | 

was assigned to Navrongo, in the Gold 

Coast, for the postulate of the Native 
Sisters. However, as it was to take at 
least two months before I could obtain my 
British visa, our Reverend Mother decided 
to send me to our Hospital at E] Affroun 
where I helped in the men’s ward until 
January 5th. That day a telephone from 
the Motherhouse urgently called me back 
there, as everything was ready and our 
departure was scheduled for the 8th. 
Mother Marguerite of the Sacred Heart, 
newly assigned Regional Superior for 
West Africa, was to take us, three young 
Sisters, to our new missions among the 
dear Negroes. 


We had to spend two nights and a day 
on the train to Casablanca. On arriving 
we learned that our boat, ‘Providence,’ 
which had been expected to depart that 
very day, had not yet arrived from Mar- 
seille. During the five days’ delay, we 
received hospitality at the Franciscan Mis- 
sionaries of Mary. On the 16th, we sailed 
and reached Dakar, Senegal, five days 
later. According to our plan, this was to 
be the end of our voyage by boat, but 
man proposes and God disposes. 


At Dakar we learned that ‘Providence’ 
was en route to Cotonou, Nigeria. Two of 
us had still a long distance to go, so 
Mother Marguerite decided we should re 
main on the boat until we reached Abidjan 
on the Ivory Coast. We left the Mother- 
house thinking that Mother would conduct 
each and everyone of us to her respective 
mission post, but we were not to be 
“spoiled children” up to the end. We had 
to grow up... . SO now we were on our 
own. During our three days’ wait at 
Dakar we stayed with the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Cluny. 


We spent nine more days aboard. Our 
first stop was Conakry, French Guinea, 
next, Freetown in Sierra Leone and then 
we stopped at Sassandra in the Ivory 
Coast. We finally landed at Abidjan on 
February 2nd. The next train to Bobo- 
Dioulasso was expected five days later 
we received hospitality at the Sisters of 
Our Lady of the Apostles. From there, on 
the way to Navrongo, I had the opportu- 
nity of visiting several of our missions: 
Tounouma, Dano and Dissin, among the 
Dagari tribes of the Ivory Coast. Thus

Kayambi, Northern Rhodesia 


Many thanks for your parcel of beauti- 
ful pictures received last week. If you 
could see our joy, since the beginning of 
the war we have not received the least 
thing. We cannot express our gratitude 
and our happiness at the thought that 
some souls still think of us, quite lost in 


the bush. 


Although Kayambi is one of the oldest 
mission stations, the work has progressed 
very slowly. On August 15th, 1945, we 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of the 
establishment of the mission. For seven 
years now, Kayambi has a daughter mis- 
sion, Mambwe. So far there are no Sis- 
ters’ convent there yet. We need rein- 
forcement. 

This country of the Bamambwe was 
long in coming around, but now the grace 
of God is working and last year there 
were sixty Baptisms of adults. The girls 
from Mambwe come to our boarding 
school. 


This year we have about seventy chil- 


dren at school. Standard I and II are all- 
boarder classes. The Babemba have been 
slow in seeing the advantages of a school- 
ing, but now they are beginning to appre- 
ciate the usefulness of reading, writing, 
etc. The knitting classes are a favorite 
period with our girls. At present they are 
knitting multicolored socks. It is only a 
pity that the small reserve of wool is com- 
ing to an end.

8:30 o'clock: On our last lap, we board the tr 
for Algiers, and as we cross over to Algeria, the 
scenery suddenly changes back to normal with fer 
tile country-sides and fresh greenery, but we cannot 
seem to quench the thirst that has taken hold of us. 
We stop at many stations where there are fresh 
water-fountains. Some kindly gentlemen-passengers, 
hurry to, and fro with a thermos bottle, mercifully 
bringing us the cooling liquid, having to do quick 
work of it at the 2 or 3 minutes stop-overs. We had

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previously attempted to get water on the train, and 
a kindly physician-passenger told us that “if we had 
been inoculated against typhoid, yellow-fever, chol- 
era, typhus, tetanus, we could safely drink this 
water” ... We are in the safe category, but prefer 
not to take advantage of it. 


The train has compartments of 8 and we assemble 
for a gay supper together: 3 of us must then go into 
the neighboring compartment in which is also a 
Catholic Priest, a rich Arab, a merchant Jew, and a 
French gentleman. The Arab removes his elegant 
yellow “babouches” for the night, and the Priest 
tells him, “Ahmed, put on your Babouches, the Sis- 
ters are here. Very obediently, he replaces his Moc- 
casins. We settle for the long night, with stops at 
all the stations on the way. We doze off a bit and 
are awakened every 8 or 10 minutes each time the 
train stops. At all the little posts are soldiers, and 
phrases of French or English float over to us from 
the open window. There is not much rest for us, 
and so we admire the starry sky and offer our 
fatigue to the Lord. It is a warm African night, and 
all night long, we are sprayed with thick soot, but 
nevertheless are grateful for the cool night air. | 
must mention how edified I am at the “‘tenue” of the 
Arab in our compartment. He is old-and bent, but 
very courteous, and his mortification is extreme. 
Throughout the long hours of the night, he remains, 
sitting upright, his eyes closed, and absolutely mo- 
tionless, not stirring an inch, while I feel quite rest 
less. It remains a fact that the educated Arab is as 
civilized as any European. 


Our course takes us through the large city of Oran 
and towards morning, as the day begins to break, 
we pass Ell Affroun, Maison Carree and finally 
arrive at Algiers, just as the sun breaks forth fully 
over the Harbor. It is about 8 o'clock, and a White 
Sister is waiting for us. Impossible to arrive for 
Mass at the Mother-House in the condition we're in 

. we are travel-worn, and covered with soot from 
head to foot .. . so we go to the Cathedral for Mass 
and Communion, and hide in an obscure corner, doing

our besi to keep our eyes open. Can't tell you anything 
about the Cathedral where our Venerable Founder so 
often officiated, and which was once a “Mosque,” as 
we are all somewhat half-conscious with sleep. It is 
about 10 o'clock when we arrive at St. Charles, just 
outside the city of Algiers, high up on the hill. We 
are received in triumph, warmly welcomed by Our 
Reverend Mother, all the Mothers and Sisters. Happy 
day!
